Huizar Legislation Declares Shelter Crisis & Requests Mental Health Strategies to 

Address Homelessness 




A week after he helped lead the effort to expand the definition of a shelter crisis by 
removing restrictions dictating that one could only occur during winter months, at night and 
for 120 days, Councilmember Huizar co-introduced a motion today that declares a shelter 
crisis outside the boundaries of the previous restrictions. 

The Huizar motion also further allows non-profit organizations and faith-based institutions 
the right to provide shelter without an onerous and costly process, as well as authorizes the 
use of city-owned property and facilities for emergency shelters. The motion will be sent 
the Homelessness & Poverty Committee before returning before the full City Council. 

And funding to keep four emergency shelters operating through June 30, 2017 was 
identified in a separate motion by Councilmember Marqueece Harris-Dawson. That motion 
also called for a report from the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA) on 
whether recently approved Measure H monies could fund emergency shelters in the City of 
Los Angeles year-round beginning in fiscal year 2017-18. 

And Councilmember Huizar introduced another motion, recognizing that a significant 
portion of the homeless crisis is really a mental-health crisis, with a third of our homeless 
population suffering from mental-health illness. Huizar is caLLing for a status report on 
effective programming, such as Skid Row's City-County-Community C3 program - a 
collaboration that Huizar helped create between the City and County, which executes 
intensive daily outreach and is resulting in people experiencing homelessness receiving 
services, most importantly housing. Huizar's motion requests mental health assistance 
reports from the City's Homeless Coordinator, County Department of Mental Health & 
Children & Family Services, LAPD, and others, about strategies to address one of the single 
most challenging issues in addressing homelessness.
